Varying Plans Offered. 

Various |ilans of street beautification 
hriic been suggested, the chief differ¬ 
ences being illustrated by those who 
demand stately shade trees in unbro¬ 
ken rows, and those who demand flow- i 
criug shrubs or other low growing 
plants which will not obstruct Sierra 
ftlatires matchless views. Between 
llie.-e two extremes ate varying shades , 
of difference in opinion as to what Is i 
lust. 

While it may lie difficult to bring 
strong proponents of the extreme views 
together there seems no reason to fear 
bloodshed over the matter. Several 
plans have been suggested whit'll scent 
to otter possible grounds fur compro¬ 
mise. Some propose tin attractive 
dowering tree which will shed its 
leaves In winter when atmospheric 
conditions make the views best, to be 
ulternuicd with a palm. For streets 
win-re deciduous trees arc not desired 
It lias been suggested With Celtic logic 
that "every alternate tree should be a 
shrub." The resulting spaces would 
permit unobstructed vision of the val¬ 
ley. 

It Is urged by some that occasional 
tall trees accentuate the beauty of tile 
view and another proposal is to plant 
low growing trees or shrubs along the 
blocks, with a group of tall trees at 
each intersection. Still another plan 
suggested is the planting of tall trees 
only on streets running north and 
south, whether closely or at intervals. 

Alternating Varieties 

There is an evident tendency to 
plant two kinds of trees on streets 
and highways. This lias been observed 
in the county highway work which 
will complete a hundred miles this 
year, and In cities where street beuu- 
tltlcalion lias been best managed, 
rin re are many shrubs recommended 
for street use, a favorite being the Ity- 
biseus trimmed “standard," because of 
its continuous blooming. The choice 
of (lowering trees, tcchnieully classed 
as shrubs, for the county roads lias re¬ 
sulted In a demand for many varieties 
not generally classed as street trees, 
among them the acacia liayliunia, the 
pittlspoi tint, (lie Jacuranda and the red 
eucalyptus Thai tit' 1 beauty of Sierra 
Madre would be greatly enhanced by 
long lines of (lowering trees or shrubs 
is urged by their advocates, while 
others are ei[tmlly firm in the belief 
Halt only stately simile trees are to be 
considered. 

Fortunately little opposition has 
been encountered to the stret', beauti¬ 
fication campaign. The chief tlifllcul- 
Hes arc Indifference and inability in 

... methods. The campaign has 

had the effect of arousing a great deal 
of Interest, however, which it Is hoped 
will encourage the park commission 
and city trustees to undertake the 
legal steps necessary to put the plans 
into operation v\jum they are once 
worked out. 

As an aid to property owners ini<T = 
estcd the city trustees have directed 
tile city engineer to provide every 
property owner with the tree line ns 
will as the sidewalk grade ppnp re- 
«I Met* t. There have been numerous 
popiplulnts of the conditions of the 
sidewalks and It is thought that UiIh 
step will result in Improvement in 
litany cases.

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WASTING OF FORESTS IDLE LAND PROBLEM 

LOSS THROUGH FIRE AND WASTE SHOULD OUR TAX SYSTEM EN¬ 
IN A SINGLE YEAR IS COURAGE THE HOLDING OF 

APPALLING VACANT PROPERTY? 


Forest lires 


United Stales 


have caused an average annual loss of 
$2.1,1100,000 through destruction of trees 
alone, and the loss of stock, crops, 
buildings and other improvements 
amounting to many millions more, ac¬ 
cording to a recent bulletin issued by 
I he Forest Service. To these must he 
added enormous losses from destruc¬ 
tion of young tree-growth, deteriora¬ 
tion of tile soil, damage to water¬ 
courses and adjacent property by low 
water and hood, damage through Im¬ 
pairment of water supplies in irriga¬ 
tion districts, and interruption of busi¬ 
ness. and depreciation of property, the 
magnitude of which is realised In some 
degree although the amount may not 
he appraised in dollars anti cents. 

In working up this study all the for¬ 
est lire statistics known to exist were 
drawn upon, and a system of stan¬ 
dardisation worked out for the gov¬ 
ernment which will give to future gen¬ 
erations data covering the causes, ex¬ 
tent anil effects of forest tires, far 

more complete and accurate than rec¬ 
ords kept heretofore. 

While statistics are not sufficiently 
complete to justify a positive state¬ 
ment of the actual depletion of our 
forest resources through lire, they are 
more than sufficient to prove that tills 
loss is truly appalling. In round lig- 
tircs, tiic land area of the United 

States is 1900 million acres, of which 
only about two-tifths is forested. 
Three-fourths of the original stand lias 
been culled or cut, and the present 

rate of destruction is about* three 

times that of the growth. At present 
the stand is about 2200 billion board 
fed. The annual cut Is about 100 bil¬ 
lion hoard feet, amt the loss from tire, \ 
covering 10 million acres, varies ac- • 
cording to whether the greater areas 
arc virgin forest, cut lands, or re¬ 
borns. Wc are prodigal of our her¬ 
itage, both prlncipii and Interest. Wc 
cut each year 3 V* per cent of tltc stand 
and burn almost all if not till of the 
voting growth.

In a recent message sent by Mayor 
Preston of Baltimore to the aldermen 
of that city the following interesting 
passages dealt with the problem of un¬ 
improved land, which confronts every 
city, especially on the Pacific Coast: 

There are times when a municipal 
administration should adopt some 
positive policy in connection with cer¬ 
tain phases of the tax problem. De- j 
spite the hazards which nttend the ad- ! 
voeucy of any positive proposition, it 
is the duty of a mayor, when he sees 
the welfare of Ids city involved, to 
call the public's atttentlon to every ; 
problem which demands inquiry or so- 
luHqn. 

It is obvious to anyone that non¬ 
productive or non-improved hind with¬ 
in the limits of the city is undesirable. 
Speculation in land should tie discour¬ 
aged, especially’ where the future ad¬ 
vanced value of the land is not ex¬ 
pected to result from the energy or en¬ 
terprise of the land-owner himself, but 
is expected to accrue entirely by rea¬ 
son of external conditions. Tt often 
happens that vacant land becomes very 
valuable by reason of the growth and 
development of the surrounding terri¬ 
tory, or by reason of general munici¬ 
pal improvements, neither of which is 
■iccreditable to any work or enterprise 
on the part of the owner of the vacant 
land.. 

The mere nuked holding of vacant 
land is bid practice. Land should lie 
developed and improved as rapidly as 
possible. A premium should crown the 
efforts of the land-owner who builds, 
mu tin- land owner who simply holds. 
Fiery encouragement should be given 
towards inducing a rapid improvement ! 
*<f land. Every discouragement should 
be directed against the sfubborn or 
persistent land-owner who will not j 
himself undertake improvements or j 
w ho w ill not permit others to dp s" j 
except upon the payment of some 
highly inflated price. 

Taxes on improved properly should 
lie made as light as possible. Taxes 
on unimproved property should be 
made sufficiently heavy to make tlie 
question of improvement a better pay¬ 
ing proposition to the owner than 
could possibly result from a mere j 
naked holding. I have no intention I 
just now of presenting any specific 
plan to meet such a situation. I do j 
feel, however, that some change in I 
our tax system or in our assessment j 
system, should be evolved -such as will j 
remedy any existing defects. 

A proper adjustment of the assess- j 
ment and taxation practice as applied 
to vacant land, with the view of mak¬ 
ing an unnecessarily protracted va- j 
eancy both tmprolit.title and nndesira- j 
hie. is both timely and wise. It would 
prove to be a good municipal policy In 
a diversity of ways. Its ultimate ' 
bearing on Improved property would 
be to relieve to some degree the weight 
it lias to carry.
